Among the passengers arriving aot 
the Kansas City Union Station aboard 
the Golden State Limited of the South- 
ern Pacific-Rock Island one day re- 
cently was a family of six enroute to 
their Minneapolis home after a vaca- 
tion at X Bar B Ranch, near Elgin, 
Arizona, 

During the short wait before the con- 
necting train left for Minneapolis they 
decided to stroll around the station. 
As they walked away from the train 
platform, one of the party inquired, 
“What time docs the train leave?” 
The information was incorrect and 
when the group came back they found 
that their train, with their luggage and 
personal effects, had been gone several 
minutes. 

What to do! 

Without hesitating to argue whose 
fault it was, the Rock Island folks, our 
partners on the Golden State Route, 
chose the courteous and prompt way. 
In 2 few minutes the six were aboard a 
Chicago train, A wire was sent to hold 
the Minneapolis train at the junction 
city, Allerton, Iowa, until the Chicago 
train arrived, and before Jong the six 
were on their right train, again headed 
for home. 

That's all there was to it. 

True, the Minneapolis train was de- 
layed a few minutes, and there was a 
little extra work involved in making 
the arrangements to hold the train.

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F OOD: How S. P. Serves 4,500,000 Meals Annually on 
A Moving Dining Table That Extends Over Eight States 


Picture, if you can, an extension din- 
ing table long enough to reach across 
mountains and valleys, deserts and 
plains in eight western states! 

This ‘may sound too fanciful for seri- 
ous consideration. But such a table 
is not as fabulous as it seems. As a 
matter of fact, one of this very kind is 
represented by the dining cars of the 
Southern Pacific Company. 

Operating on 16 established runs over 
4800 miles of line, the Company’s diners, 
in effect, extend from Portland, in the 
north, to El Paso and Tucumeari, in the 
south, and from Oakland to Green 
River, Wyoming, in the east. 

Just to provide the regular daily 
service, with no accounting for special 
trains or extra sections, 67 dining cars 
are required. These cars are put to use 
during 96 meal periods each day. And 
since a train travels approximately 100 
miles during a meal period, it develops 
that meals are being served while trains 
move 9600 miles a day. 

Presiding at the head of the table, 
and charged with the responsibility of 
serving it, is Harry 
A. Butler, manager 
of Southern Pacific’s 
dining car, hotel, 
restaurant and news 
service activities. 
From headquarters 
in the Company’s 
general office at San 
Francisco, he calmly 
surveys, as his ¢ 
prineipal ficld of 
action, the full ex. 
tent of Southern Pacifie’s Pacific Lines. 

This brings into immediate view the 
states of California, Oregon, Nevada, 
Utah, Arizona, New Mexico and bits of

Texas and Wyoming. But 
that isn’t all. He must look 
even farther and include Okla- 
homa, Kansas, Iowa, Louisi- 
ana, and Illinois, to which 
states his activities, other than 
dining car service, are extend- 
ed over connecting railroads. 


Always Ready 


Wherever meal time finds a 
passenger train on Pacific 
Lines, then and there must 
the Company’s highly trained. 
organization be ready to lay 
snowy linen upon the tables, 
set the places with shining 
silverware and china, and 
serve the finest. food and 
drink—for that and nothing 
less will do fer Southern 
Pacific patrons, 

In the territory reached by connect- 
ing lines, Southern Pacifie’s catering 
operations are confined to serving re- 
freshments in club cars. But this is 
no small task in itself, since it reaches

so far from the Company’s main base 
of control. Yet the work is carried on 
as if it were near at hand. 

Viewed in its entirety, this depart- 
ment operates in dining cars, club 
cars, observation cars, all-day lunch 
ears, ferryboat restaurants and soda 
fountains, station restaurants and 
hotels, station soda fountains and em- 
ployes’ railway clubs, in addition to the 
handling of the news service on trains 
and boats and at stations. 

These combined activities are con- 
ducted over 7300 miles of line in 14 
states. A force of 1250 employes is re- 
quired for this extensive enterprise, dis- 
tinguished as one of the largest of its 
kind. 

On account of its intimate nature, the 
service performed by the Company's 
dining car department is of major im- 
portance in the maintenance of friendly 
relations between the railroad and its 
patrons, and the success of the Com- 
pany, in no small part, is due to the high 
standard of efficiency maintained in its 
catering branch, which strives con- 
stantly to render prompt, courteous 
and complete service. 


Harry A. Butler, manager of dining cars, hotels, res~ 
taurants and news service, Pacific Lines. 


Until quite recently, the commonest 
criticism of dining car service, as a 
whole, was that dining car prices were 
beyond the average traveler’s budget. 

The inauguration of what is termed 
“Meals Sclect” ser- 
vice was the solution 
of the problem. This 
forward step in din- 
ing ear catering was 
taken in January 
1933. It introduced 
the serving of full 
course meals with 
the price of the 
entree determining 
the price of the 
entire service. Im- 
mediate success attended the venture, 
with the result that it was not only ex- 
tended over Southern Paeific’s vast 
system, but hassince been widely copied 
by railroads throughout the United 
States. 


Meals at Moderate Cost 


A la carte selections are still available 
on all Southern Pacific diners and the 
patron has the option of choosing his 
meal from this source or taking ad- 
vantage of the Meals Select feature 
which enables him to obtain a complete 
meal at moderate cost. Breakfasts of 
this type range in price from 50 cents to 
90 cents, while luncheons and dinners 
range from 80 cents to $1.25, the price 
of the entree, as has been pointed out, 
determing the cost of the entire meal, 
which inchudes soup, salad, bread and 
butter, entree, vegetables, dessert and 
beverage, 

On certain trains Southern Pacific 
also serves what is known as the “Conti- 
nental Dinner,” a meal of elaborate pro- 
portions, consisting of fruit or avocado 
cocktail, olives, celery, soup, fish, entree 
(with choice of tenderloin or sirloin

steak, lamb chops or broiled chicken), 
vegetables, salad, bread and ‘butter, 
dessert, the “cheese crock” and demi- 
tasse, The charge is $1.50, and the din- 
ner is unsurpassed for quality and price. 

The great majority of passengers, 
however, prefer the Meals Select. Im- 
mediately following the adoption of this 
type of service, the number of meals 
served inereased 14 per cent. This was 
based on the relation of the patronage 
to the number of passengers carried on 
trains where diners were operated, and 
the increase in popularity took place at 
a time when the financial condition of 
the country was becoming more un- 
favorable from month to month, with 
a tendency toward a diminishing pat- 
ronage for the diners. It would there- 
fore be reasonable to assume that 
popularity had increased 20 per cent as 
a regult of the innovation. 

Million and Half Meals 

In 1938, Southern Pacific diners 
served a fotal of 1,068,061 meals; 
1,261,814 in 1934, and it is estimated 
that 1,480,000 will be served in 1935. 

During the 10 months ended October 
31, 1935, 85,300 meals were served in 
diners in connection with special train 
movements. For instance, the Rotarian 
convention in Mexico City called for 
the assignment of five diners, and these 
cars served 14,287 revenue meals in a 
peried of 18 days. In connection with 
the Boy Scout excursions to eastern 
points this last summer, 29,683 revenue 
meals were served by seven diners. 

The results of the dining car service 
ate all the more remarkable when it is 


pointed out that 
the average diner is 
approximately 75 
feet long, and nine 
feet, 10 inches wide. 
Since by far the 
greater part of the 
floor space is given 
over to the tables, 
the kitchen crew 
has Tittle room in 
which to work. The 
pantry measurces6}4 
feet, by 11 feet over 
all, and has stand- 
ing space measuring 
Afeet by Sfeet. The 
kitchen measures 14 
feet, nine inches by 
6% feet, and has 
standing space mea- 
suring 214 feet. by 
14 feet, 9 inches. 

Tnthesetiny quar- 
ters meals are pre- 
pared for ss many 
as 150 or more per- 
sons during a meal 
period. This is re- 
markablewhencom- 
pared with the per- 
formance of a com~- 
mercial restaurant 
where quarters are 
ample and all other conditions are fa- 
vorable to the expeditious handling of 
patrons. 

In the diner kitchen are a chef and 
three assistants working in a compart- 
ment which allows each man a space 
approximately 4 feet square. But this 
seemingly impossible condition is com- 
pensated for by the skillful arrange- 
ment of equipment, so that each man is 
enabled to perform his duties within the 
scope of small space, and without inter- 
fering with the movements of his co- 
workers. 

On Land and Water 

So far, this account of Southern Pa- 
cifie’s dining car department activities 
has becn the story of a land-going enter- 
prise, for railroads are attached to solid 
ground and seldom, of course, run aver 
water. But Southern Pacific is different 
Not only does its trains “go to sea by 
rail” over Great Salt Lake; the Com- 
pany also engages in extensive ferry- 
boat operations on San Francisco bay, 
both in the passenger and automobile 
carrying fields. It follows, therefore, 
that Southern Pacific’s dining car de- 
partment takes to the water like a true 
amphibian. 

Restaurants are maintained on all 
ferryboats of the Southern Pacific and 
the Southern Pacific Golden Gate 
Ferries, Ltd. There are seven estab- 
lished runs-and during normal times a 
total of 19 boats are in service. But on 
days when football games are played at 
the University of California in Berkeley, 
and on holidays when motor travel in 
and out of the San Francisco bay dis- 


trict is heavy, the number of boats is 
increased greatly, sometimes to as many 
as 32. For the conduct of this service, 
the department has a force of 300 
employes. 

In 1933, a total of 1,946,519 revenue 
meals were served on the boats; in 1934 
the number rose to 2,010,985, and it is 
estimated that 2,120,000 patrons will 
be handled in 1935. 


Ferry Soda Fountains 


Soda fountain service also plays an 
important part in connection with the 
ferryboat operations. The popular 
trend toward this type of service was 
clearly recognized s number of years 
ago, and in 1928 a seda fountain was 
opened, 8 an experiment, on one of the 
Company’s boats. It met with im- 
mediate suecess, and additional. units 
were soon installed on other boats. A 
total of 926,000 persons were served at 
the soda stands in 1934, and it is be- 
lieved the 1985 patronage will increase 
to 1,080,000. Nearly all of this pat- 
ronage represents business that other~ 
wise would have been lost. 

When the activities of the dining car 
department were listed in the fore part 
of this article, News Service was in- 
cluded. This function may properly be 
coupled with Coach Luncheon Service 
in the following descriptive matter, for 
the two are closely allied. 

Southern Pacific took over operation 
of news service on all trains on Pacific 
Lines in 1027, and the ferryboat and 
station news stand service was acquired 
at the start of 1929. Previously the 
service had been conducted by a private 
company, in the role of concessionaire. 

News stands are now operated by the 
Company at 15 principal stations, and 
train news agents operate on eight runs 
out of Oakland Pier, eight out of Los 
Angeles and four out of El Paso. A 
total of 70 news agents and 27 news 
agents’ helpers are employed. 

Effective August 1, 1935, Southern 
Pacific established what was termed 
Coach Luncheon Service on the Cas- 
cade. It was in the nature of an experi- 
ment, which proved successful, and was 
extended progressively to all trains, the 
installation being completed September 
17. This service provides for the dis- 
pensing of food and beverages in 
coaches and tourist cars, along with the 
rental of pillows, and represents a popu- 
larization of the “Off the Tray” service 
which had been conducted from dining 
cars. 


“Five and Dime” Service 


Now referred to.28 “Tray Service,” 
this activity of the dining car depari- 
ment is conducted by train news agents 
and their ‘helpers, who have been em- 
ployed exclusively for this work. Prices 
of refreshments ‘purveyed in ‘this man= 
ner are entirely within the ‘five and 
dime” brackets. Hot coffee, cream, 
and, in some. cases, sandwiches are pro-

C. M. Biggs has been moved up from 
district freight agent in Oakland to suc- 
ceed Bancroft in San Francisco. Biggs 
began his service with the Company as 
city freight agent at Seattle in January 
1917. He became traveling agent, 
Traffic Department, at Seattle in July 
1923; industrial agent at Portland in 
October 1925; general agent at Seattle 
in June 1928; district freight and pas- 
senger agent at Klamath Falls in Janu- 
ary 1980; and district freight agent at 
Oakland in May 1931. 

P. P. Dougherty, who has been gen- 
era] agent, Merchandise Traffic, at San 
Francisco since May this year, moves 
to Oakland as district freight agent. 
Dougherty came to the Company in 
December 1916, holding various posi- 
tions in the General Freight Depart- 
ment until appointed chief clerk of the 
District Freight Office at San Francisco 
in December 1923. He advanced to 
district freight and passenger agent at 
Modesto in May 1981, where he re- 
mained until appointed to his recent 
position in San Francisco.

Course, it’ll make train travel more 
comfortable, and that’s important too. 
Then there’ll probably be more busi- 
ness, and when there’s more business 
there’s a better chance for jobs to be 
steady.” 

John Korich, car builder in Car Shop 
No. 3 at Sacramento General Shops, 
offered those comments to a Bulletin 
representative who was taking pictures 
at the shops recently. He well expresses 
the general sentiments of ell employes 
now working full five-day weeks at the 
shops, and particularly the 150 men 
recently called back to their jobs. 

In the complete air-conditioning and 
ear modernizing program for 1936, the 
Company will spend $1,026,719 on its 
Pacific Lines and the lines in Texas and 
Louisiana. Of this amount $620,081 
is for air-conditioning of the Company’s 
own cars; $380,698 to modernize and 
improve passenger cars; and $25,940 
for electrical facilities at terminals for 
air-conditioning operations. 

All the work on car re-construction 
is to be done in the Company’s shops 
at Sacramento and Houston. The air- 
conditioning will total 118 chair cars, 
coaches, diners, lounge, and cafe-lounge 
cars, 75 of which will also be modernized. 


In addition to the Company’s cars 
being air-conditioned in our own shops, 
the Pullman Company will also air- 
condition a total of 105 standard and 
26 tourist ears for use on our lines. 

The completion of this program by 
early summer, will give Southern Pa-

cars in operation on its lines between 
the Pacific Coast citics, Ogden, New 
Orleans, and Guadalajara, Mexico. Of 
this number 256 will be our own cars, 
and 332 belong to Pullman Company. 

With this additional equipment avail- 
able, many Pacific Lines trains now 
only partially air-conditioned, will be 
completely equipped. These trains 
will include: Apache, West Coast, Day- 
light, Owl, Klamath, Shasta and Lark; 
to supplement the Overland, Golden 
State, Sunset, Pacific Limited, Cascade 
and the San Joaquin. Also there will 
be more cars for other trains, 

Work included in the air-conditioning 
and modernizing of chair cars, coaches, 
club cars and calls for the equipping of 
81 coaches with the same type of de 
luxe reclining and rotating seats, deeply 
cushioned and with backs adjustable to 
four positions, which type of cars have 
already proven so popular in overnight 
travel. These cars will also have com- 
modious wash room and smoking room 
for men, and larger washroom and 
lounge for women. 

Tn all the modernized cars the in- 
teriors will be painted in light colors, 
rubber tiling will be placed on the floors, 
except in the carpeted lounge cars, and 
white porcelain for washrooms which 
will have hot and cold water. 

Outstanding in the modernizing pro- 
gram is the conversion of 9 club cars 
into air-conditioned lounge cars. De- 
sign of the new cars will differ in some 
respects from the lounge cars now in 
use. The lounge room, seating 15, will 
have modern parlor furniture uphol- 
stered in frieze plush. Four lower open 
standard sections, to be used only for 
lounging, will have the same upholster- 
ing, as will furniture in the smoking 
room. At one end of the smoking room 
will be an open bar of modern design 
and fixtures, with buffet facilities in 
connection. There will also be a bar- 
bershop and shower bath.

Made to Shine Like New in Plating Room at Sacramento 


Jf you placed end-to-end each piece department. Here every piece is in- 


of silverware owned by the Southern 
Pacific Company and used on its din- 
ing cars and in its restaurants, it 
would reach to —ask George Lester, 
foreman of the Plating Room, Sacra- 
mento General Shops, and he'll prob- 
ably answer “To Sacramento.” 

For eventually practically every piece 
of silverware on Pacific Lines finds its 
way to Lester’s department, where it is 
reconditioned, replated, polished and 
turned back to service brand new. 

The Plating Department is one of the 
activities of a railroad about which the 
average employe and the gencral pub- 
lic know very little, writes Lloyd Phil- 
lips, The Bulletén correspondent and 
secretary to superintendent of motive 
power at Sacramento. One does not 
usually think of railroading in terms of 
silver-plating or polishing, yet these 
operations are of utmost importance in 
the dining car service of our Company. 

The average patron of a dining car 
probably estimates that about eight or 
ten dozen pieces of silver are used in the 
ear. If you told him, as George Lester 
would, that there are between eight 
hundred and a thousand pieces of silver 
on the average dining car, he might be 
a little dubious. Yet these figures are 
approximately correct, and so it is 
obvious that some means must be pro- 
vided for taking care of this great quan- 
tity of silver. 

Forty-five years ago the Company 
operated only five dining cars, and when 
one was shopped for repairs, it created 
considerable interest and was con- 
sidered a big job. But times have 
changed. Right now there are thirteon 
diners in Sacramento Shops being sir- 
conditioned and otherwise generally 
overhauled. On each of these diners 
there is much silverware that must be 
reconditioned, ready for service when 
the car is released from the shop, 

These items, after being checked 
from the car, are sent to the plating 


spected and where necessary, repairs 
are made, dents are removed, hinges 
replaced and the silverware put in 
proper condition by a silversmith, 

When the silversmith has finished 
his job, every piecc is buffed and passed 
along to the platers, who clean the 
articles thoroughly. Then, after pass- 
ing through several preliminary solu- 
tions, they are suspended in the silver 
plating solution. The silver comes in 
six by six inch squares a quarter inch 
thick, and weighs about a pound. One 
of these squares is dissolved in the 
cyanide solution. The silver is electro- 
deposited, copper wire being used for 
that purpose. The articles remain in 
the solution from three and a half to 
four hours, being constantly agitated, 
until the proper plating is obtained. 
They are then removed to be finished 
and polished witha fine wire power brush. 

When the proper luster is obtained, 
the articles are carefully dried and 
stored until again called for service in 
the dining car to which they belong, 
each diner recciving the identical silver- 
ware removed from it when the car 
was shopped. 

This routine of keeping silverware in 
proper condition is followed about every 
two years. The Pacific Lines has 120 
dining cars, 67 being in constant opera- 
tion on regular trains, so it is easy to 
understand why George Lester’s plat- 
ing department at Sacramento usually 
has plenty of work on hand. 

His department also takes care of 
copper and brass plating, and the re- 
conditioning of aluminiumware.

With Success of New Fast Merchandise Train Service 


Freivow Employes: 

May I take this opportunity to ox- 
press to you, through The Bulletin, my 
appreciation for your enthusiastic sup- 
port and cooperation in sceuring a maxi- 
mum amount of freight traffie for our 
lines. 

I doubt if there was ever a time in the 
history of our Company when we were 
faced with more intense competition to 
hold and build up revenues. Since over 
70 cents out of every dollar of operating 
yevenue comes from freight traffic, the 
intensity of this competition vitally 
concerns all of us. 

The unprecedented decline of recent 
years in economic activities generally 
reduced the volume of available traffic. 
Then followed the entrance into the 
field of other forms of transportation— 
motor trucks on the highways and ves- 
sels on the waterways—to compete for 
the much reduced traffic remaining.

‘These developments, together with 
the ecompotition of other carriers by 
tail, brought about new solicitation and 
service problems calling for the exercise 
of resourcefulness and ingenuity. 

In the “old days,” so-called, we had 
a substantial backlog of non-competi- 
tive income, as compared with today 
when almost every ton of freight we 
handle is secured against the most in- 
tense competition in the matter of 
solicitation, service and rates. 

Therefore, if we are to secure suffi- 
sient revenue to meet our obligations 
we must: 

Be resourceful. 

Improve our service. 

Maintain our service to a 
high degree of efficiency. 

Fix rates intelligently to 
meet competition. 

Have the united and co- 
ordinated efforts of all em- 
ployes. 

Our Company is doing a good job in 
the performance of on-time schedules. 
During the last year our merchandise 
traffic, moving over 20,000 carloads, 
was delivered more than 98 per cent on 
time. This high standard of peeform- 
ance should influence shippers to usc 
our service with confidence in our abil- 
ity to perform. 

Southern Pacific may well claim to be 
a leader, and at present is in the fore- 
front, in the establishment of modern 
transportation, utilizing motor trucks 
as supplement to our rails through 
operations of the Pacific Motor Trans- 
port Company and Pacific Motor 
Trucking Company. Our railroad serv- 
ice has been improved to secure the 
maximum benefit from the coordination

“salesmen” and not “order takers.” 

When e large part of the business 
came to the railroads without effort be- 
cause it had no other place to go, habits 
were formed which created in the minds 
of their patrons a fecling that the rail 
roads were not interested in their wel- 
fare or in the performance of satisfac- 
tory service. 

In those days the railroads con- 


sciously, or otherwise, did not “sell” 
transportation but accepted it. Now 
all that can and must be changed to 
meet the new conditions. Every em- 
ploye who at any time and under any 
circumstances comes in contact with 
the public is, or can be, a Southern Pa- 
cific transportation salesman and no 
salesman can prosper who waits for 
orders. 


Chance to Be Outstanding 


We want Southern Pacific men to be 
outstanding in the field of transporta- 
tion; this means: 

Being alert as to where the 
pusiness can be had. 

Being resourceful in getting 
it. 

When it has been secured 
seeing that the service ren- 
dered is satisfactory to a de- 
gree that will make a repeat 
sale easy.

Established to Serve Sacramento Valley Area 


Add another fast merchandise freight 
train-~“"The Merchant.” 

In continuation of the plan to provide 
shippers with speedy overnight service 
for less-than-earload freight from the 
store-door of shippers in metropolitan 
areas direct to the store-doors of re- 
ceivers at distant points, Southern Pa- 
cifie on November 25 ‘added “The 
Merchant” to its group of fast mer- 
chandise trains to speed LCL shipments 
from San Francisco and East Bay 
points, including Hayward and Rich- 
mond, to cities and towns in a large 
portion of the Sacramento Valley. 

Merchandise shipments originating 
in San Francisco and delivered by pick- 
up trucks of the Pacifie Motor Trans- 
port to the freight station at the close 
of the day, are barged across the bay to 
Oakland where they are loaded into 
cars of “The Merchant” with consign- 
ments gathered from the East Bay 
Cities. 

The train leaves Oakland at 10 p. m., 
and arrives at Sacramento at 1 a. m. 
Leaving there twenty minutes later. 
Upon arrival at Roseville 2:20 a. m., 
sets out Roseville, Auburn and Colfax 
cars, the last two moving out in the 
early morning local. It then continues 
up the east side of Sacramento Valley, 
setting out cars at Marysville and 
Chico, and arrives in Tehama at 7:25 
a.m. 

There the northward run terminates 
and “The Merchant” crosses the Sacra- 
mento River to circle south on the west 
side of the valley through Corning and 
Orland to Willows, where it arrives at 
8:05 a. m.

Points Way for Clerks to Build Good Will 


Addressing Lodge No, 30 of the Broth- 
erhood of Railway and Steamship Clerks 
at Los Angoles recontly, Wm. J. Round- 
tree, division chairman, discussed the im- 
portant part our public contacts have in 
attracting business to our rails. The 
Bullain hore reproduces Mr. Roundtree's 
talk in full. He sald: 


In the last few years there has arisen 
a problem in the transportation field 
which I believe is a matter of concern, 
not only to the carrier itself, but to the 
Brotherhood and every one of its mem- 
bers. The solution of this problem may 
carry the Brotherhood somewhat out 
of its ordinary sphere of activities but 
T believe the situation is important 
enough and the benefits to be derived 
by members of our organization great 
enough, to justify the extension of our 
scope to aid in remedying the situation. 

It is well to point out that the rail 
lines are now but one means of trans- 
portation, and economic developments 
have made the transportation field one 
of the most competitive. The public is 
now in a position to go to the carrier 
giving it the most efficient and courte- 
ous service in return for its business. 

There are among our members men 
and women who hold what I might 
term “key” positions with the railroad. 
Such are ticket clerks, information 
clerks, freight receiving clerks, baggage 
room men, etc. These men come into 
direct contact with the public and as 
far as they ure concerned they are the 
railroad. On their quict, efficient and 
courteous handling of their positions 
depends the acquiring and holding of 
business. 

T can truly say from personal obser- 
vation that many members of our 
Brotherhood are not, to the fullest ex- 
tent of their abilities, conducting them- 
selves in these key positions in a manner 
which would attract more business to 
the Company, business which creates 
more jobs for the employes. 

Let me give you a few “don’ts” which 
1 believe will help in establishing and 


maintaining « friendly relationship with 
the public. 

1. DON’T argue with the customer. 
He may be wrong but you are not 
employed to tell him so. 

2. DON’T fail to be polite and 

courteous, 
A person may have no intention 
(and show it) of giving us any 
business at the present time, but 
tomorrow it may be necessary for 
him to ride a train, or ship some 
freight, and the memory of your 
treatment will be the deciding 
factor as to whether or not he will 
use our line, 

3. DON’T be telephone shy. 

The person calling doesn’t know 
or care whether or not it is the 
other fellow’s turn to answer the 
phone. He wants a prompt and 
courteous answer. See that he 
gets it. 

4. DON’T argue with your fellow 

employe in public. 
Even if it is “kidding,” the cus- 
tomer gets a bad impression of a 
company whose servants can’t 
get along with each other. 

5. DON’T criticize your Company 

in public. 
You may think you know more 
than anyone else how to run a 
railroad, and maybe you do, but 
when an outsider hears these criti- 
cisms, he naturally goes to the 
company whose employes have a 
good word for it. 

We should be more interested in the 
success of the Southern Pacific than its 
Management or the stockholders, for 
we have at stake our economic security. 
Increase in business means an inercase 
in the number of jobs and increases in 
pay. If for no other reasons—(these 
selfish ones)~—-we should do everything 
in our power to attract and hold busi- 
ness for the Southern Pacific Company. 

In closing, let me urge every member 
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to make this matter his business not 
only by exemplifying it by his own con- 
duct, but to urge on his fellow worker 
the necessity and importance of each 
of us helping to establish a publie rela- 
tionship of which the Southern Pacific 
and ourselves can be proud. To me, 
this is one of the most important duties 
of the Brotherhood and I call upon cach 
and every member to do his part in 
making this program a success.

In transporting more than 15,000 
persons to and from the Stanford-Cali- 
fornia football game at Palo Alto on 
November 23 in the 43 special trains 
operated between San Francisco, Oak- 
land, San Jose and Stadium Station, 


‘Southern Pacific’s operating and traffic 


forces were called on to take care of the 
biggest. concentrated main-line traffic 
movement handled in several years. 

The entire operation incidental to the 
game, including the handling of about 
2500 additional passengers on 13 extra 
sections of regular trains in both direc- 
tions between San Francisco, Oakland 
and Los Angeles, was carried through 
in perfect safety and dispatch; a credit 
to the officers and employes responsible 
for execution of the carefully made 
plans. 

From the time the crowds began to 
arrive at Third Street Station in San 
Francisco, Oakland Picr and First and 
Broadway Station in Oakland, until 
they were aboard the trains on the re- 
turn trip from Stadium Station, there 
was never & Moment of uncertainty as 
to where to go or what train to take. 

Placards were conspicuous with 
directions; station masters and railroad 
police officers were at every hand to 
answer questions; extra ticket sellers 
were conveniently located; and at 
Stadium and Palo Alto Stations the 
voice from the public address system 
could be clearly and distinctly heard, 
giving explicit directions as to the loca- 
tion of trains and warnings that guarded 
the safety-of persons boarding or leay- 
ing the trains. 

Sixteen special trains of twelve cars 
each were operated from Third Street 
Station over the 81 miles of double 


track railroad to Stadium Station be- 
tween 10 a. m, and 1 p. m., carrying 
11,295 passengers. Six specials moved 
out of Oakland Pier between 9:50 a. m. 
and 11:50 a. m., stopping at First and 
Broadway and Fruitvale stations, and 


ut the public address microphone.

These 
trains carried 3990 passengers. 

As the trains were unloaded at Sta- 
dium Station they were moved to May- 
field, turned on the wye, and backed 
out on the Los Gatos Branch until there 
were sixteen trains parked on that line 
ready for the return trip. 

It was immediately following the end 
of the game that the biggest part of the 
traffic job came into play. 

Fourteen trains carried 11,795 pas- 
sengers from Stadium Station to San 
Francisco. Twelve of these were moved 
out in the 37 minutes between 4:20 


p. m. and 4:57 p. m., an average of one 
train every three minutes and five sec- 
onds, and each train carried an average 
of 894 passengers. 

The six trains operating into Ouk- 
land vie Dumbarton bridge, carried 
3332 passengers. 

Practically the entire crowd return- 
ing to San Francisco and the East Bay 
cities, was moved from Stadium Sta- 
tion in the 50 minutes after 4:20 p. m., 
the two trains leaving after that time 
being for the convenience of the few 
hundred persons who were necessarily 
late in leaving the Stadium. 

As an indication of the short time 
used in loading passengers, it is interest- 
ing to note that in a period of 39 min- 
utes, 17 trains handling about 14,000 
passengers, passed Palo Alto station, a 
short distance north of Stadium Sta- 
tion, or an average of one train every 
two minutes and seventeen seconds. 

‘The greatest concentration of traffic 
was between Stadium Station and Red- 
wood Junction, where a total of 99 regu- 
lar and extra train movements oecurred 
on the double track between those sta- 
tions from 7 a. m. to 7 p. m., an average 
of one movement every 7 minutes for 
the 12-hour period. 

During the 24 hours after 12:01 a. m. 
November 28, there were 175 train 
movements on the Coast Division be- 
tween San Francisco and San Jose, and 
125 train movements between 9 a. m. 
and 9 p. m., including all passenger, 
freight and light engine movements. 

The entire job called for the services 
of 580 trainmen, enginemen, yardmen, 
railroad police officers, carmen, round- 
housemen, towermen, crossing watch- 
men, and miscellaneous employes.

cured from diners enroute. The coffee 
is served from thermos bottles. The 
low price of the Tray Service refresh- 
ments has had a great appeal and sales 
have mounted steadily. 

Up to this point the activities of the 
dining car department have been pic- 
tured us they are revealed to the publie. 
But the work that goes on behind the 
scenes merits equal attention in an ac- 
count of railroad catering. Particularly 
is the purchasing of food and other sup- 
plies of prime importance to high class 
service. Few realize the tremendous 
task involved in the securing of food- 
stufis in sufficient quantity to serve 
4,500,000 meals a year. 

Keeping up the Supplies 

The problem of stocking the dining 
car department is quite different from 
that of supplying other departments of 
a railroad, for in the purchase of ties, 
tails, ete. the element of perishability 
does not have to be considered. Com- 
missarial supplies, especially those of a 
perishable nature, must be purchased, 
stored at commissaries, issued to diners 
and other sales agencies, and used with- 
in & short space of time, for otherwise 
there is waste. There must be enough 
of each article of food on hand at every 
one of the Company’s 93 meal serving 
units, aud the six commissaries, to pro- 
vide for maximum requirements, and 
yet there must be no overstocking. 
This is accomplished through constant 
vigilance on the part of many employes. 

Flour, sugar, canned goods and other 
dry groceries are obtained in carload 
lots, stored in commissaries and issued 
to operating units as required. Meats, 
fish, fruits, vegetables and other perish- 
ables, constituting the major portion of 
commissarial supplies consumed, are 
purchased from day to day, in quan- 
tities depending .on ‘current require- 
ments. 

Buyers, whose wide experience and 
technical knowledge of foods qualify 
them for their exacting duties, visit the 
markets daily in San Francisco, Oak- 
land, Los Angeles, Portland and EI 
Paso. Purchasing of meat is given most, 
careful attention. Selections are made 
at packing houses by the ‘railroad’s 
experts. 

Quality and price of fruits and vege 
tubles vary greatly, depending on local- 


ity and season. In order to purchase 
to the best advantage, each of the buy- 
ing agencies renders a daily report and 
these reports are studied at the general 
office to determine where various items 
should be bought. AI sections of the 
widespread territory served by Southern 
Pacific are drawn upon for supplies. 


Cream, Milk, Eggs, Tested 


To maintain the high standard 
established for cream, milk and eggs, 
samples of these important products, 
taken at random from stock, are for- 
warded to the University of California, 
Department of Nutrition, where analy- 
ses are made to determine qualities. 
Southern Pacific’s dining car depart- 
ment specifies a butter content in cream 
of 25 per cent, whereas California state 
laws permit sale, 2s table cream, of any 
cream with a butter fat content of 20 
per cent. 

Some idea of the tremendous quan- 
tity of foodstuffs required to supply 
meals for Southern Pacific patrons is 
given in the following table of purchases 
of major items during the first 10 
months of 1935:

Storehouse and Service Stations 


The general store commissary, lo- 
cated at Fifth and Kirkham streets, 
Oakland, is headquarters for storage of 
dry groceries, miscellaneous supplies, 
linen and equipment. Issues are made 
from this storehouse to various dining 
car commissaries, the ferryboat and 
news service commissaries and to sta- 
tion restaurants and railway clubs. 

Dining car commissaries are located 
in West Oakland, San Francisco, Los 
Angeles, Portland and EF! Paso, the one. 


at West Oakland being among the larg- - 


est of its kind. The: latter is :the 
“service station” for 40 diners, together 
with club and lounge cars, operating on 
the Overland, Shasta.and San Joaquin 
Valley routes, and also supplies various 


station restaurants 
and railway clubs.

Butchers 


Butcher shops are

To maintain the 
high standard of its 
products, the din- 
ing car department 
assigns inspectors 
and instructors to 
supervise results at 
the many service 
units. All cooking 
is under the direc- 
tion of a supervising 
chef, anda travel- 
ing chef is on the 


road constantly. He enters the kitchens 
of diners and works with the cooks to 
give them practical demonstrations. 

Five dining ear inspectors travel over 
the entire system. They are, in effect, 
the eyes of the management and every 
detail of sorvice comes under their 
observation. 

Another important “behind the 
scenes” activity goes on at Southern 
Pacifie’s Jaundry and linen rehabilita- 
tion plant in West Oakland. 

From the start the laundry has turned. 
out approximately 1,000,000 pieces of 
linen each month. Linen is thoroughly 
inspected when leaving the ironers to 
determine the necessity of repair work 
or condemnation. Linen no longer of 
use in its present form is cut down or 
made over into other articles. 

Linen Repair Room 

For the execution of salvage work 
there is maintained what is termed a 
linen repair room. This facility repairs 
an average of 51,000 pieces of linen per 
month, in addition to making up ap- 
proximately 8,000 dish towels, aprons, 
etc. from bulk material. The laundry 
and linen repair room requires the 
services of 75 persons. 

The stocking of a diner with clean 
linen involves taking into consideration 
the length of the run and the antici- 
pated patronage per meal period, in- 
cluding an allowance for possible 
emergency use, in case the diner should 
be held on line. Average equipment 
for a diner includes 29 different classes 
of linen, aggregating 2560 pieces. 

Although its organization is neces- 
sarily complex, Southern Pacifie’s din- 
ing car department functions smoothly 
and efficiently as the result of perfect 
coordination. It is proud of its record 
and has pledged itself to constant effort 
to maintain leadership in its field. 

Notwithstanding the extent of opera- 
tions of the Commissary Department, 
it does not contribute any net income to 
the Company; in fact, it has always 
operated at a considerable loss. This is 
due to the number of expensive units of 
equipment and high class extensive 
personnel in charge thereof, necessary 
to cater to a limited number of patrons 
at reasonable prices. The dining cars, 
however, are an essential and important 
factor in the rendering tothe public of 
first-class railroad.service as a whole. 
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This news stand at Oakland Pier, is typical of others 
operated by the Company at ity principal stations.

All Casualties to Employes on Pacific Lines 


By A. A. Lowe 
Supervisor of Transportation 


Eleven per cent of the total casualties 
to employes on Pacific Lincs are toe 
injurics. 

So, when a shoe is designed with a 
steel cap over the toes that will prevent 
such injuries, it is important news. 

During 1934 there were 585 casualties 
to employes reported to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission for Pacific 
Lines. Of this total 68, or nearly 11 
per cent, were toe injuries, Also dur- 
ing the first 10 months of 1935 there 
were 63 casualties of this kind, or 11 
per cent of the total for the periad. 

Supervisors, recognizing this as one 
of the major types of injuries, are spe- 
cializing in urging their men to be 
watchful in preventing articles from 
falling on their fect. During the past 
year many men in all ranks have pro- 
vided themselves with reasonable in- 
surance against this type of accident 
by adopting Safety Shoes for wear 
while on duty, as well as when working 
around their gardens or automobiles. 


In Many Stores 

Several leading shoc manufacturers 
have placed high grade types of Safety 
Shoes on the market und local mer- 
chants carry a stock in nearly every 
terminal or city where there is sufficient 
demand. Threlkeld & Co. also offer 
Safety Shoes for sule to employes in all 
departments. 

The protective valuc of Safety Shoes 
results from the use of a steel toe cap of 
such design and strength as to protect 
the toes from injury, even though 
wheels are rolled over the steel cap or 
heavy articles dropped on it. For 
example, recently a piece of metal, 
weighing 127 pounds, dropped 18 inches 
and fell with a sharp corner on the toe 
of a Safety Shoe worn by one of our 
machinists and no injury to the foot 
resulted. 

There are now approximately 300 
employes wearing Safety Shoes and re- 
ports are reaching us every few days to 
the effect that they prevented loss of 
toes or serious foot injuries. 


New Pair for Damaged Ones 

To stimulate interest in this means of 
preventing injury to employes, the 
Management will provide during No- 
vember, December and January, a new 
pair of Safety Shoes for each employe 
whose toes were prevented from being 
injured by the wearing of Safety Shoes 
while on duty. In each such case the 
employe should communicate with the 
head of his department who will gather 
the necessary information and take the 
proper steps to arrange for replacement 
of the shoes, in the event the leather is 
damaged by reason of some article 


having been dropped on or run over the 
safety cap. The damaged shoes are to 
be displayed at various points as fur- 
ther evidence of the value of protecting 
the feet in this manner. 

It is hoped that all employes in occu- 
pations where they are apt to suffer toe 
injuries, will avail themselves of the 
protection these remarkable shoes 
afford, at little or no additional cost to 
them. 


Make This a Safe Month 


The year is drawing toa close. Three 
accidents, responsible for a total of 27 
casualties, have seriously affected our 
record for 1935. Every supervisor and 
employe should be especially alert dur- 
ing December to avoid accidents, by 
observing and correcting unsafe prac~ 
tices and conditions. 

Keep in mind that practically every 
accident is Caused, and, as a rule, can 
be prevented by a reasonable degree of 
forethought by supervisors and work- 
men. 


FUEL: $9,000,000 Spent In 
Year For Locomotive Uses

Train delays and extra stops greatly 
increase fuel expense. 

Fuel, next to labor, is the largest item 
of expense in railroad operation. The 
fuel bill for 1935 will be in excess of 
$10,000,000, of which over $9,000,000 
will be burned in locomotives. Many 
employes may think this item does not 
concern them. However, a railroad, like 
an individual, must keep its expenses 
within its income, and money spent for 
fuel is not available for pay rolls, So 
each of us has an interest in helping to 
guard against the waste of fuel. 

Year by year the quantity of fuel re- 
quired to haul a thousand ton train one 
mile is being reduced. This proves that, 
team work with everybody working 
toward a definite goal can produce 
results, 

With the gradual improvement in 
business conditions, the cost of a barrel 
of fuel, like other materials, is increas- 
ing. This requires greater efforts to 
keep the fuel expense at a minimum. 
A saving of I per cent, or one out of a 
hundred gallons, would amount to 
$100,000 per year. 

There are two important ways of sav- 
ing locomotive fuel. Keeping trains on 
time is one way. When a train is late 
the engine is worked harder to regain 
the time. This takes extra fuel, espe- 
cially when the delay has to be run off 
in a short time. Because of varying 
conditions, it is not possible to give an 
exact figure for the fuel wasted in run- 
ning off delays, but about 200 gallons

are used to run off a ten minute delay, 
at a fuel cost now of about $4.30, 

If all members of our team will work 
together—enginehouse forces turn out 
the engine on time and ready for the 
trip, yard forces ready for train to leave 
on time, station forees on the job to 
handle passengers, baggage and mail, 
express, train orders, etc., many a ten 
minute delay at 200 gallons cach can be 
saved. 

The second way of saving locomotive 
fuel is to prevent extra stops or slow- 
downs. A train is like a fly wheel. It 
requires much energy to put it into mo- 
tion and just as much to stop it. A 12 
or 13 car passenger train weighs about 
1,200 tons. The energy stored up in a 
1,200 ton train at 60 miles per hour will 
do as much work as 48 gallons of fuel 
oil. This amount of fuel oil would move 
such a train about 414 miles on straight, 
level track. The use of brakes changes 
this energy to heat at the brake shoes. 
The fuel cost of such a stop is about 
one dollar. 

Delays and extra stops on a railroad 
the size of ours cost money. Let’s all 
help prevent them.
